other evening we came upon some problems that were

can undoubtedly unravel the subjoined enigmas which have 
puzzled our foggy think tanks.

Recently, among other entourages that are now being 


made to Washington to protest against the high cost of living, 
there went a delegation of farmers representing the National 
Federation of Farm Bureaus to call on President Wilson with 
respect to the present state of affairs. 


Before ringing the bell at the White House these farmers 


decided to got something to eat. They didn't track to the New 
Willard or the Raleigh or any of the fancy hotels but sought 
out one that looked moderate enough for a farmer to patronize. 


There were five in the party. They had a meal consisting 


of steak, potatoes, corn, bread, butter and coffee. When the 
waiter slipped the tab from under his towel the price on the 
dotted line was $11 for the five. When the waiter's .longing 
eyes along the tip line were pacified the total bill probably 
amounted to about $12. 


Now, say.Mr. Wolfe and some of his friends, things are 


high because" the farmer is profiteering. 
Well, nearly every- 


thing that the farmers had to eat that day was produced by 
farmers. Let us see what the farmers got for the food that 
cost them $12. 


Of this Sll for food the farmer gets about as follows: 


Beef, 2'pounds, 36 cents; potatoes, 13 cents; 


bread, 2 cents;, butter, 7 cents; coffee,-cream, and 
sugar, 4 cents; corn, 20 cents, making a total of 82 
cents. This is about 7 per cent of the total. 
While the farmer, therefore, gets about 82 cents for this 


food it is set up in a Washington hotel for $11. 


Perhaps Mr. Wolfe can explain where the difference be- 


tween 82 cents and $11 went.* 
* * 


Another favorite argument these days, among those news- 


papers and individuals benevolently inclined toward the down- 
trodden packers, is that the price of .meat is high because the 
packers pay so much to the farmers for live stock. 


Here is a copy of a letter that was sent by a livestock 


raiser in the south to a St. Louis commission firm asking for 
some information. 
The letter follows: 


Urania, La., July 28," 1919. 


Cassidy Southwestern Commisison Co., 
St. Louis, Mo. 


Gentlemen: We received your stock report last week and note that 


canners were still selling at.4Vi cents. 
- 
It happened that the same day \ve butchered a cow that would class 


as a canner, and we are giving you the full figures comparing what this 
cow brouRht and what she would have brought had we shipped her to bt. 
Louis and sold her as a canner. She weighed 525 pounds grtiss, and she 
dressed 227 pounds beef, at 23 cents per pound—?56.75. The hide, 52 
pounds at 40 cents—S20.80—making a total of ?77.oO. 'Had we shipped 
her to St. Louis, weight here 525-pounds, less 10 per cent for shrinkage 
en route, 52 pounds, total gross 473 pounds, price offered 4% cents, would 
brine SP0 10 dess freight and commission of I cent per pound—-$4.73— 
leaving a net amount of $15.37 that we would have received ior this aow 
in St. Louis, which brought us $77.50 here after being butchered., I think 
I have been very conservative in my figures for the price of beef, 25 
cents per pound, as a packer's agent was here this morning and Said it 
was worth 30 cents. The price of 40 cents per pound for the hide is also 
very conservative since -we sold hides the same day that this cow was 
•butchered at 41% cents per pound and-the next day we were offered 45 


Now the most ridiculous part about this business is .that if we had 


come to the question of'shipping her to St. Louis and selling her as a 
manner or just killing, her here and selling the hide, throwing all beef 
nway, we would have been ahead of the game $5.43 as.against shipping 
her to St. Louis. This matter I can not understand and I am writing you 
•at length asking if you can give me some information why such conditions 
exist. This cow's hide alone is worth as much in St. Louis as here and at 
^the price of 40 cents it amounts to $20.80, whereas the whole cow would 
only bring S15.27 if sold'as a canner in St. Louis. 
• • 


If you can explain the above master to me I would be greatly obliged 


to you,1 as I admit I am greatly puzzled over the proposition.
